"Sec. 33. RCW 29A.40.091 and 2010 ¢ 125 s 1 are each amended to
read as follows:

(1) The county auditor may not mail ballots to fir st time voters.
First time voters must provide the county auditor w ith documented
proof of citizenship before they are issued a ballo t. Documented

proof of citizenship includes:

(a) A driver's license number or government issued identification

if citizenship is indicated;

(b) A photocopy of a birth certificate;

(c) A passport; or

(d) Naturalization documents or a certificate of n aturalization.

(2) Service and overseas voters are exempt from su bsection 1 of
this section.

(3) Notwithstanding subsection (1) of this section , t he county
auditor shall send each voter a ballot, a security envelope in which
to seal the ballot after voting, a larger envelope in which to return
the security envelope, a declaration that the voter must sign, and
instructions on how to obtain information about the election, how to
mark the ballot, _and how to return ((it —)) the ballot to the county
auditor.

(5) For overseas and service voters, the signed declar ation on the
return envelope constitutes the equivalent of a vot er registration for
the election or primary for which the ballot has be en issued. Return
envelopes for overseas and service voters must enab le the ballot to be
returned postage free if mailed through the United States postal
service, United States armed forces postal service, or the postal
service of a United States foreign embassy under 39 U.S.C. Sec. 3406.

(6) The voter must be instructed to either return the ballot to

the county auditor ((by whom-it-was-issued-orattac—————h-sufficient first———————
classpostageifapphcable,and———)) no later than 8:00 p.m. the day of

the election or primary, or mail the ballot to the ((appropriate )

county auditor with a postmark no later than the day of the election
or primary ((for which-the-ballet wasissued————)).

EFFECT: Requires first time voters to provide documented
of citizenship before they are issued a ballot; cla
regarding the ballot envelop instructions; requires
for overseas and service voters to be postage free
with federal law; and removes language regarding fo
ballots.
